LINCOLN  STATUE,  LINCOLN  PARK

THE  FISHERIES  BUILDING 

Situated  to  the  north  of  the  United  States  Building,  facing  lagoon.  Extreme  length,  1,100  feet:  width,  200  feet.  This  is  an  artistic  and  ingenious  building,  of  the  Spanish  Romanesque  order  designed  by 
Henry  Ives  Cobb.  It  forms  a  pleasing  contrast  to  the  surrounding  buildings.  The  ornamental  details  represent  fish  and  other  marine  forms.  Arcades  join  the 
outlying  portions  to  the  main  building,  and  form  cool  and  picturesque  resting  places  to  tired  sightseers.
